THE CREW OF THE PROTEUS. 


Serious Charges Made by a Soldier Connected Wilih 
the Greely Ke lef Expedition. 

WASHINGTON, October 4.—The Republican 
publishes this morning an interview had by 
one of its reporters with Artificer Moritz, of 
the 17th Infantry, ajmember of the Greely re- 
lief expedition, as to the conduct of the 
crew Of the Proteus afterthe wreck of that 
vessel, Moritz is quoted in this interview as 
having said thatthe crew were regular pi- 
rates, whostole everything thev could lay 
their hands on—valuable articles from the 
boxes thrown on the ice when the ship was 
sinking, the soldiers’ clothing, butfalo over- 
coats and robes, and liquor, on which they 
got roaring drunk within an hour after the 
Proteus went down. 

He is quoted as having said, in response to 
the question why the soidiers did not prevent 
this sort of conduct: ‘‘We couldn't. There 
were twenty-three of them all toid and only 
eight of us. Besides that they. all had their 
guns, and weonly saved two—a repeating 
rifle which I had boughtin Chicago, anda 
Winchester which one of the other men had, 
All the army guns went down in the Proteus, 
We had to treat the sailors rather careiully. 
There were one ortwo decent men among 
them, but the rest were pirates.”’ 

THE CAPTAIN A TRUE MAN. 

To the inquiry whether Captain Pike 
stood by his sailors in their robberies, he is 

uoted as having replied: ‘No, Captain 

ike was a gentieman, and the first mate, 
who was his son, was a gentleman, but they 
had to depend on the crew and couldn't 
control them No, Captain Pike didn’t up- 
hold bis men in their rascality. I heard him 
say to Lieutenant Garlington: ‘‘You'’ve got 
a lotof men, but I have gota lot of dirty 
dogs who are too mean to live.” \W ben asked 
if the conduct of the Proteus crew had pre- 
vented the party from remaining at 
Littleton island to wait for the Yantic, he is 
reported as having said: ‘I think with the 
kind of men they were, if we had staid there, 
and there had not been enough food, mot one 
of our party would have lived to see the 
spring. | think so from the growling I heard, 
which amouted tothreats. In my Opinion, 
if we had anything that these men wanted 
they would have taken it. If it had ever 
come to the point of actual want, we would 
have suffered. Those sailors were the great- 
est cowardsI ever saw. When there was 
danger they would pray and do nothing. 
When they could not steal they would Deg. 
They were a bad lot, and, in the way I have 
told you, they may be said to have forced us 
to leave Littleton island.” 


ARE YOUR DOLLARS GOOD? 


Unknown Counterfelters Makiug Perfect Imlitations 
of the Sliver Coin. 

WasHincton, October 4.—When the Brock- 
way gang of counterfeiters was broken up 
over a year ago it was generally supposed 
that that would be the last of skilful coun- 
terfeiting fur some years at least. The ar- 
rests of that time embraced the flower of 
counterfeiters, and included the men who 
had made the most successful imitations of 
the paper issue of the gOv- 
ernmont ever. put in circulation. * 
It appears that the talent among ,the 
counterfeiters has been turned away from the 
paper issues, and that to-day there exists 
counterfeit of the Bland silver dollar thx: 
surpasses anything ever before accomplished 
in the debasemment of the curreney. ‘These 
counterfeits were ‘discovered over six months 
ago, but notrace nor clue of where they are 
made, how many have been put upon the 
market, nor where they are put into general 
circulation has ever been found. They are 
taken by all the banks; and defy the ordinary 
tests of experts. 

These coins were first discovered in the sub- 
treasury at New York, and in a peculiar way. 
One of the coin counters hasa keen musical 
ear. In counting aroll ofsilver dollars he 
tossed them down upona tablein front of 
him as he counted, The ring of one attract- 
ed his attention. Its note was one halt 
higher than the regulation ring of the genu- 
ine dollar. He took upthecoin and exam- 
ined it carefully. There was nothing in its 
general appearance to indicate the slightest 
suspicion. The weight was correct. Then he 
tested the suspect with acid. It stood the 
test. The fellow clerks of the expert were 
satisfied the coin was allright. The expert 
was about to pass it on when he rang the coin 
again. ‘The persistent half note hiyner again 
checked him. He took upa knifeand cut 
deeply into the coin. Into this cut he 
poured some acid, and in an instant a center 
of base metal was reveled. 

The coin was now cut in two parts, It was 
found that the center had been compressed 
by a heavy force until it nearly equaled the 
density of silver. Upon this center had been 
put a heavy enough plating to resist acid. The 
plating represented thirty ceuts worth of 
silver. The resuitis a coin, an exact duli-p 
cate of the genuine coin in weight, and gen- 
eral appearance. 
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SUPPRESS&D RSBPORTS. 


The Custemary Advances of Information to be Ke- 


fused. 

WASHINGTON, October 4.—It has been cus- 
tomary tor the chiefs of the various bureaus 
and divisions of the several departments of 
the government to give out for publication 
their annual reports after they had been sub- 
mitted to the head of the department to which 
they were attached. This custom will not like- 
ly be carried out this year, for the reason that 
the president has intimated that by publish- 
ing the reports of the subchiefs the reports 
of the heads of the departments were fore- 
stalled and bui little interest taken in them 
when they are submitted to congress with the 
annual message of the president upon the 
assembling of congress. It is upon the re- 
ports of the heads of the department that the 
president relies for the information and many 
of the suggestions in his annual message, and 
itis probable that this is the real reason why 
he does not want the reports of the sub-chiets 
to get out until the annual message is pub- 
lished. These sub-chiefs have usually used 
their reports as a means of exaggerating their 
work and usefulness and glorifying themselves 
and ifthe president insists upon his present 
view of the matter they wiil not have the 
same chance to blow their own horns. 


THE MONUMENTAL FRAUD. 


Kead Commissioner R. B. Hayes Refuses to be Inter 


viewed. 

New York, October4. Ex-President Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes was discovered, to-day, by a 
reporter in Fifth Avenue hotel.

New York, October 
champion middle weight of 
Win. Sheriff, alias ‘‘the Prussian,’’ 
in the prize ring -at a 
spot on the shore of Long Island on 
day to fight, were watched bya large number 
of sporting celebrities and many prominent 
men of New York and vicinity. The pugilists, 
both Englishmen, have each had several ring 
most of which .they have been 
successful. The present match was the match 
of September 17th last, between William 
Madden for Mitchelland Arthur Chambers 
for Sheriff. the conditions being $1,000 a side, 
six rounds, Marquis of (Jueensberry rules; 
points and endurance to count. Mitchell has 
been in training at Rockaway two 
Sheriff, under the care of Arthur Chambers, 
the same length of time at Philadelphia. 
Mitchell, his trainer and Billy. Madden en- 
tered the ring at 5:40, and was closely follow- 
ed by “tne Prussian’? and his seconds, Ar- 
thur Chambers and Billy Edwards. both 
men appeared in good condition. Mitchell 
won the toss for position, and selected the 
southwest corner of the ring. At 5:52 the 
men adyanced to the center of the ring, 
shook hands and immediately put themselves 
in position, and the fight commenced. 


First round.—The first partof the three 
minutes allowed for the round was spent in 
ineffective sparring foranopening. Mitchell 
got in the first blow upon Sheriff's stomach, 
followed with astiff right-hander on the chin. 
Sheriff countered on Mitchell's cheek, and 
also landed a heavy right-hander on the face. 
Mitchell returned the compliment with a 
good one on the breast, and time was called. 

Second round.—After a little sparring 
Sheriff let fly his right at Mitchell’s face, but 
was well stopped. He gotin, however, two 
heavy right-handers, without much effect. 
Mitchell made play with his left, but was 
short. (Gauging his distance better, Mitchell 
followed with a left-hander which reached 
its destination, landing on the smeller and 
tapping the claret. The men now go to close 
quarters. The infighting was about equal in 
delivery and effectiveness. The head was the 
objective point of each, when arms dropped 
at the call of time. 

Third round.—Notwithstanding the heavy 
work in previous rounds, the men came to 
the scratch in good form and each looking 
confident. Sheriff led, planting his right on 
Mitchell’s neck. Sherifi’s stomach again of- 
fered an attraction for Mitchell, who, not to 
be denied, visited that part of bis opponent’s 
anatomy. Sheriff ‘looked bellowsto mend.”’ 
He was badly winded. Mitchell! kept at work, 
and the Prussian, notwithstanding Mitchell’s 
visitation, was quick in response. Hot battle 
was now being waged, Mitchell doing heavy 
work with his left and Sheriff planting some 
heavy ones with his right on Mitchell’s head. 
Mitchell drew bleod the second time from 
Sheriff's mose as time was called. 

Fourth reund.—-‘There was. little Sonear 
ance of fatigue in eitber man as they stood’ 
up for the fourth time. Mitchell led off with 
a blow at Sheriff’s head, which was neatly 
stopped and followed once again with a heavy 
left-hander on the Prussian’s stomach, just 
above the belt. Then followed some quick 
counters, but without damage, and round 
closed by Mitchell’s delivering a terrific blow 
in the ribs, 

Fifth round.—No time was lost beginning 
work, although both men showed signs ot 
tiring. They soon came together, and the 
heads of both suffered for some seconds. 
Sheriff got in a right-hander on Mitchell’s 
throat, the latter countering with his left on 
the stomach and rightonthe head. This was 
the best fought round, and the only one in 
which the men showed real tight. 

Sixth round.—The men came up shyly, and 
lost no time in sparring. Mitchell delivered 
a left-hander on Sheriff's stomach, while the 
latter planted a hard one on Mitchells head. 
Another left-hander from Mitchell almost 
knocked Sheriff down. He rallied quickly, 
however, and put in some telling blows. The 
fight was very even, until the round wound 
up with Mitchell planting his left on Sheriffs 
nose and right on his stomach. Sheriff did 
some hard hitting, while Mitchell often fel! 
short. Tbe younger man, however,. looked 
fresher when time was called. 

Seventh Round—There was some delay in 
getting the men together for this round, as 
the referee said the agreement provided 
but six rounds should be fougnt. The spec. 
tators set up loud cries for the fight to cun- 
tinue which had the effect to bring the men 
together again. They quickly began, each 
receiving heavy blows in the face. Mitchell 
gotin a left-hamder on Sheriff's stomach 
which the lathegweturned with anasty under- 
cut, underthe ehin, Mitchell getting in a 
similar blow anda left-hander again on the 
s'omach. Both sparred carefully for a time, 
and then Mitcheli handed a heavy one on 
Sneriff’s nose. The latter did some heavy 
work on Mitchell’s head with both hands. 
until ome of Mifchell’s stomach blows cut his 
wind short. The round finished with some 
hard hitting on both sides. 

A DISGUSTED CROWD. 

The fight occupied about thirty minutes, 
when the crowd of onlookers, who had paid 
ten dollars each to see the fight, saw both 
men preparing to leave the ring, then set up 
atremendous yell and demanded that they 
should fight it out. The referee, however, de- 
cided the tight over, and that the result was a 
draw. There were renewed yells, and the 
fighters evinced a disposition to goon, but 
the referee decided against them, 
Neither man appeared much  pun- 
ished. Mitchell walked to his carriage 
as lightly ashe leftit before thefight. A 
slight swelling ofthe face was the only indi- 
cation of the fight about the person of the 
Prussian. The result was very unsatisfactory 
to allconcerned and attempts were made to 
arrange another match to be fought in Mexico 
for $2,500 aside. A large amount of money 
was put up by the friends of both men, but 
the referee declared all bets off.

THE NEW LECTIONARY. 

The report of your committee on lec- 
tionary, which was made the order of the 
day for Wednesday next, at 12 m., states that 
the committee have, during the past three 
years, very carfully reconsidered the lec- 
tionary reported by them and approved by 
the convention in 1880. In doing so they 
have been aided by the experience of its ac 
tual use, and by a large number of sug- 
gestions, to which they have given respect- 
ful attention, not only for their intrinsic 
value, but as indicative of the general senti- 
ment of the church The tables appended 
to the report -are substantially the same as 
those which were presented to the last con- 
vention, but with several alterations. The 
most important of these isin the Old Testa- 
ment lessons for Easter day, where the ac- 
count of the institution of passover has been 
assigned to the morning song of Moses to the 
evening, with liberty to substitute one for the 
other. The lectionary thus is recommended 
tothe convertion for final adoptioa by the 
annexed act, in the firm conviction that the 
use of it will tend tothe edification of the 
church. The act referred to is as follows: 
‘By the general convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in the United 
States of America, The lectionary 
contained in the book of common prayer is 
hereby amended by substituting the tables 
appended for the table of lessous vf cue holy 
seripture,and by inserting after the third 
paragraph of the order, how the rest of this 
holy scripture is appointed to be read the 
three rules following: ifin any church, upon 
Sanday or holy day, both morning and even- 
ing prayer be not said, the minister may 
read the lessons appointed, either 
for the morning or evening 
prayer. At the evening prayer 
on Sunday the minister may read the lesson 
from the gospel appointed for that day of the 
month in the place of the second lesson for 
Sunday.

to dismiss him, now that no similar service is 
required of him. There is thus a difference 
of opinion between M. Ferry’ and 
President Grevy. ‘To this is reduced the pres- 
ent difficulty, but:f Grevy defends Thibau- 
din, he certainly will refiise to mix in any in- 
trigues aiming at the overthrow of Ferry. It 
is certain that General Tnibaudin has resolved 
not toresign. The question will not be set- 
tled unti! the chamber of deputies meet.

Early yester- 
day morning Magistrate Naughtin was placed 
in possession of some facts which pointed 
strougly to the perpetrator of the theft.

Saturn is morning starand takes the second 
rank in the order ofrising. He is pow a su- 
perb object in the eastern sky after 9 o’clock, 
and cannot fail to be readily recognized, from 
his vicinity to tae well-known cluster of the 
Pleiades and the ruddy Aldebaran, and from 
the serene aspect he takes on. Tl ortunately 
for the student, an ordinary telescope will re- 
veal a portion of tbe wonders that surround 
this magnilicené planet, unequealed in our 
own system, and invisible from every shin- 
ing star that studs the sky-depths. Saturn 
contributes littie to the incidents of the 
month, but observers will find him a delight- 
ful object for investigation as he draws nearer 
to the earth, and rises earlier every night. 
The right ascension of Saturn is 4h. 35min., 
his declination is 20 deg. 1 min., north, and 
his diameter is 15 sec. 2. 

Saturn rises on the Ist shortly after 8:30 
o clock in the evening; on the 3lst, he rises 
about 6:30 o'clock. 

Mars is morning star, and takes the third 
rank in the order of rising until the 19th, 
when Jupiter seemingly outstrips him in the 
race. Foron the 19th, at 1o'’clock in the 
afternoon, the two planets srein conjunction, 
being about one degree apart, Mars being 
north. They wili be near together when they 
rise soon afterll o'clock onthe evening of 
the 19th, the ruddy hue of Mars and the 
golden tint of Jupiter making an interesting 
contrast, and as clearly oe the in- 
dividuality of the planet as the features of 
the well known friends distiguish them from 
each other. 

An eventof unusual interest occurs this 
month in the progress of Mars. The con- 
‘Stellation Cancer or the Crab contains a nebu- 
lous cluster of minute stars known as Pare- 
sepe. The cluster is luminous enough tobe 
distinctly seen by the nuked eye on mvon- 
lessnights. On the 24th, at noonday, Mars 
passes into thiscluster, and when _ he rises in 
the evening about 11 o’clock, he will be an 
interesting o»ject for observation, especially 
through the telescope. There is noneed of 
describing bis position, for he is then a short 
distance northeast of Jupiter, and can be 
easily recognized. On the 3lst, at midnight, 
Mars is in quadrature with the sun, being the 
fourthto reach this epoch in his course, 
Neptune, Saturn and Jupiter, having pre- 
ceded him. Heis then 90 degrees in longi- 
tude west of the sun, rising about midnight 
and oe about noonday. It will be noticed 
gow nearly Mars and Jupiter travel in the 
same path tartan the month, and how close 
they seem together asseen from the earth, 
though hundreds of millions of miles away, 
and the whole family of the asteriods inter- 
vene between the outermost of the inner 
planets. The right ascension of Mars is 7h. 
izm.; his declination is 25 degrees 14 min. 
north, and his diameter is 7 sec. Mars rises 
on the Ist about 11:30 o’clock in tne evening; 
-on the 3ist he rises at 11 o'clock. 

Jupiter is morning star, and takes the fourth 
rank in the order of rising until the 19th, 
when, coming into conjunction with Mars, he 
usurps his place and takés the third rank 
among his peers. But he exceeds every 
planet in the system and every star in the 
heavens in the surpassing beauty of his ap- 
pearance. Much to the joy of astronomers, 

he will soon be in a position favorable for 
telescopic research. No planet in the solar 
family exceeds in interest the one that holds 
4 place woo only to the sun in size and 
majesty. The desire to learn something new 
concerning our giant brother increases every 
year, and the constantly recurring red spots, 
and intensely colored belts are proofs of Jovy- 
‘an activity that whet the curiosity of dili- 
vent observers, Few aspects of the disc at 
the coming opposition will escape the atten- 
tion of eager watchers, who make a specialty 
of Jovian astronomy. On the 27th, at noon- 
day, Jupiter is in quadrature with the sun on 
his western side, being the third of the great 
planets toreach this epoch -in the synodge 
course. The Prince of Planets thus evenly 
balanced between conjunction and opposi- 
tion, comes beaming above the horizon be- 
fore midnight, makes his way with a prilliant 
‘etinue of shining stars, and reigns as the 
brightest of them all through thestill watches 
of the silent night. The right ascension of 
JupiterissSh.12m., his declination is 20 
deg.

servers. On the 6th, at eight o’clock in 
the evening, Mercury is in inferior conjunc- 
tion with the sun, passing between the earth 
the great luminary, and reappeariug on 
iis Western side as morning star. On the 
-vih, at2 o'clock in the afternoon, he is in 
conjunction with Gamma _ vVirginius, being 
about one degree south of the star. Bright- 
eyed observers may possibly see the approac h 
of star and planet on the morning 
of the 20th, for the planet is then vis- 
ble. the atmospheric condition 
must be nearly perfect or the quest 
will be in vain. Un the 22d. at 10 c’clock in 
the morning, Mercury reaches his greatest 
western elongation, being at that time 18 deg, 
°2 min. west of the sun. This is the last 
favorable time during the year for seeing 
Mercury as morning star. He. rises on the 
2d, an hour and a half before the sun, and 
must be moke d for nine degrees uorth of the 
inrise point.

OUR WATER FiRE SERVICE. 

It will probably be admitted that nothing is 
needed so promptly as water when a house is 
on fire, especialiy if the fire is in the middle 
of a block and full of inflammable materials 
and whirling draughts. 

And yet prompt water at her fires is just 
what Atlanta does not seem to be able to get, 
At the Simons & Drummond fire it was for 
some minutes impossible to raise the water to 

he second story of the house. For nearly a 
quarter of an hour this was the case at the 
Howard & Candler fire. And the same may 
be true of any fire that breaks out during ihe 
coming winter. 

It is said that the trouble is at the water 
works reservoir. In the first place, that the 
ordinary pressure is not heavy enough, barely 
lifting it to the pipes of second story houses 
on high points. And when the pressure 
called for there is not prompt enough 
response. We do not locate the blame, 
the simple reason that we do not know where 
the blame lies, lt may bein the telegraphic 
service. It may be that the demand for 
water isnot sent promptly enough. It may 
be that the machinery and pipes are not suf- 
ficient to give in quick pressure. Wherever 
the fault is, it should be corrected. . If there 
is mo fault the defects in the machinery 
should be remedied.
